The reffof this Cam 
toꝛding to the cuſtomes of Pꝛintes, cauſed Bing Richard to 
req ueſt 8ntertainement foꝛ him and his Knights. Don lohn 
then Duke ok Auſtria, being a Pzince ſa curteous and no- 
ple. that he could dae no leſſe then grant it. Now Fame and 
Feoꝛtunc in King Richards thoughts fmiled, and the ſmoth 
b:ow of wiſhed god ſperd, bad him and his hundzedKnights 
welcome. SEK 
A hundꝛed he had as then foz his guard, called Knights of 
the Bath, a title of dignity firſt ginen by this King:but now 
while the reſt of his Army planted their ſtanders vpon the 
downes adioining to the Court, theſeKnightly Gailantg 
ſo reuelled ia the Dukes Pallace, that well were they that 
could parchaſe their fauours and highly graced were all ſuch 

as had but the ſmalleſt implopmen tot an Engliſh Knight, 
Do amiable, pleaſing, and curteous,were the conditions 
of Bing Richard and his followers , ſo truelp were their 
minds deuoted tohonour,that they euen infozcedloue from 
all eſtates, the haughty minded of their own acco ds became 
gentle, the ſtubbozne nature pliable, and the frowne of eng- 
ry Engliſh bzow by deſert challenged both cap and kn, Don 
Iohn himſelfe began to grow diſgractons, his Dubiccts wa- 
ucring,alegiance'wared cold, and none bufthename ofEng. 
liſh Richard merited Foztunes high graces: All Auſtria eſtæ⸗ 
med England a happy Nation, by nature the darlingot ver⸗ 
tue, and the only hopes of Chꝛiſkendome, lo grealy are ſtill the 
kfauoꝛs of our Engliſh people in the eies of fezren kingdoms. 
This detracted loue of his ſubiects did not a littlo diſpleaſe 
Don Iohn, and his fon Pꝛinte Phillip, and no little enup by it 
were bꝛed in their two fired bzeaſts, that nothing could 
queneh the increasing flame theref, but Ring Richards ſhame 
and confaſion; Politicke and cloſe. were their purpoſes,

beames had not moꝛe motes þy imagination, then this thea- 
ter ſpedatoꝛs, equally wiſhing god foztune to them both, 
bꝛight honozs ſceane being ready to begin, the Dꝛums and 
Trumpets gaue warning of the two combitants appꝛoch, in 
ſuch a melodious manner, as both aire and earth reſounded, 
the firlt that entered the liſtes, was Pꝛince Phillip in a black 
tapariſon, his hoꝛſe betrapt with lable, his beuer cloſe, made 
ok the fathion ofa flying Griffon, his Launcc and Scutchion 
boꝛne befoze him by a naked Jndian , a" inceable to his 
blacke deſices:foz the ſteled point ofhis Lam. e, and the kn 
edge of his twoꝛd, were both impoiſoned; hi; motto was, 
True honour hatb no equall. =. 
. "Immediately afteventeredRichard of England, mounted 
vpon a Spaniſh Gennet, as milke white and ſpotles as were 
his thoughts,his Armoz baight and glilfering, his Helmet ol 
the faſhion of a ſunne ſparkeling fire, expzeſſing bothmalics 
ans mercy. Upon his bꝛeaſt he had thehonozable red croſſe 
ot England, platted with Arabian ſilke,his Potto was; Ho. 
nour tainted in vaine repented, = 
Thus all things in readines fo2 this ropall turnament, 
the cherefull repo2ts of relentleſſe Dzums and Trumpets, 
thundꝛeda charge, whereupon the twoconragiousPizinces, 
Fred with reſolution, co fiercely aſlailed each other, that a 
ſtrange admiration ot᷑ their man-hods polſeſſod all the be.

holders. The old Duke Don Tohnhimſelfe, fitting with a 
longing defire of his ſonnes vicozp, was imme diatly dif- 
ecntented wich the ſpight of Foztune, foz afterhe had woun⸗ 
ded the Engliſch Pzince with his tmpoiſoned weapons, ta 
the great danger of life, couragtons Richard expꝛelſing his 
L'on-likenatare, cloſed Pꝛince Phillip with ſuch a manly 
power, that with his heaup courtelax, at ons blow he bzoke 
his necke: Follp if were fo reſiſt deſtinp, fo: euen at that in- 
ſtant he ptelded vp the ghoſt , and in the ſight of his old fa. 
ther imbꝛaced death. 

This ſudden accident aduanced not ſo much the honours 
of Ring Richard, as it letled farp in Don Tohns heart, foz ha. 
ning loſt the hopes of his Ringdeme , his onelp ſonne and 
glo2y of his age , like a man deſperate of all god foztune, 
ioy and conſolation,he raged both againſt heauen and earth, 
blalpheming his C2eatoz , ſwearivg both by God and the 
wazld , that the freaſures of Curope ſhould not redeeme 
King Richards life, noz the vnknowne treaſures of the depe 
Ocean (were they laid at his feet)» ꝛcſerue him from a diſho- 
nourabie death: fo2(quoth he) in ing my Sonne, the ſight 
of the Moꝛld diſpleaſeth me, J will pine in griele, J will fas 
miſh with woe, J will line fodleſſe, keeding vpon nothing, 
but delires of vengeante.Adſiſt me thou ſpirit ofdeftrucion, 
that in wꝛath J map con found the murtherer ol mp ſonne, in 
Whoſe like J moze delighted, then in my ropall crown: foꝛ in 
wanting him, J line as a fozlome, wokull, and depoſed King, 
exild and baniſht from this worlds ropaltv: my ſecond ſoule 
adazes the ſmalleſt dzop of thy deere harts blood, ſhal be quits 
tanced with tho purple goare of king Richards boſome, Ha- 
uing ſpoken theſe, oz ſuch like wozdes, he commanded the 
Marſhall of Auſtria , to take the Engliſh Prince vnto his 
charge, and to ki pe him cloſe pꝛiſoner in a ſquare Tower 
of Parble ſtone, adtoin ing ts the vttermoſt part ok his 
Court, and likewile to diſcharge all the followers of his 

Countrey, vpon paine ak deattz not any one of them to bee 
len in his territozies aſter the date of ſeuen daies. il which 


wares — oo — — 
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accoꝛding to the angry Dukes command, was by the Par- 
ſhall ſpeedily accompliſhed, the wofullKing he to pꝛilon, and 
his ſozrowfull followers to their natiue countrep, wherc his 
lopall Subicts made not a little moane foz his hard miſfo2. 
tunes; Den John with his Nobility mourned as grieuou ſly 
fo2 P2ince Phillip, whom in molt ſolemne manner thep cn- 
terred in a Pzincely Tombe, where we will leane him ſlee⸗ 
ping in peate, and perſeuere in this our wokull Eiſtozy, 

Ring Ric hard hauing now neither Crowne, Kingdome, 
noz libertp, but (by his late receiued wounds, from Pꝛince 
Phillip poiſoned weapons, ) lap bleeding in pꝛiſon, to his 
tines greateſt danger, and being deſtitute of friends, and all 
hopes of recouerp, he dolefully bzeathed ont this lamenta⸗ 
tion, 

Oh vaiult Foztune (ſaid hee) why in the pzime of yonth 
haſt thou thus deceinedme, and by thy flattcring pꝛomiſes 
ok aduancement thus betraied my Knightly aduentures - 
ZLhoſe bleſſed warres, where the ſtandard ok Chziſt by their 
inceuraging flouriſhes , makes cowards inconquerable, 
mull by mee bee fozſaken , and mp bnhappy dates by Don 
Johns bnp2inccly dome, haue ending, ſweat with teares. 

Oh you ingratekul wals, that with pour pittileſſe bounds 
c laſpes in a ropall Pꝛince; mercileſs woe like acruell tp- 
rant ferdes vpon my heart, and the lunne ſhine of delightkull 
conſolation is now fo2 euer dimmed with the blacke cloudes 
of deſpaire,banifht be all hopes of liberty, and the freedome 
that attends on Kings, is curbed with the baſe pcnnance of 
taptiuity: Farre moꝛe loꝛtunate is the humble cate of the 
Plow. mans life, he ſuffers encly thecrofſe of pꝛiuate diſgra- 
tes, when pꝛincipalities indute the generall can dall of diſs 
honour, wherein Bingdomes, and the glozpok Diadems, loſo 
their uluſtrious dignities. There arenow all my courtly 
traines of ſtarre-bꝛight Nobility, mp atiendant followers, 
my gardiants,and humble ſeruitozs, my pompous ſtate, roi⸗ 
all banquetings,and deltghiful muſicke, all lo m y ſoules et; ro 
nall grieke, now vaniched, and conuerted into continuall!as 

men- 
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mentations; no fellowſhip haue J ta comfoꝛt me, but diſcon- 
tent, ſighes, and melancholy diſpaire: Care is my ſod, and 
teares my dꝛinke, nothing but the tmaginations of woe, in- 
tertepts all hopes of frebome. 
Oh vnhappy England, thou nurſe and mother of my like, 
diſhonoured in thy Rings diſgraces, and made moſt miſera- 
le by this iniurious and moſt vnpaincely dealings, Heauen 
I hope with blacke vengeance, deadlier then the keare of hell, 
will in time ſpie out a moſt dzeadfull quittance, witten in 
the blo dy bꝛow ofa curſed Auſtria, ſtained with inhumane 
murther ofa Ring, whoſe death the child as pet vnbozne ſhall 
rew, and after ages ſhall ſpeake off: pitty my diſtreſſes thou 
reuenger of mankind, that my ſoule may ſleepe in peace, and 
Self in that bleſſed manſion p2eparedfoz Ponarches; 
Theſe oz ſuch like heart-bzeaking complaints being bzea- 
thed from his grieued boſome , the paine of his impoiſoned 
wounds ſo inraged, and ſo furiouſly toztnented his bodp pet 
bleeding that (pwze A ing, ) he fell into aſwound,lineleſſe,and 
bzeathles, ſauing a little panting bzeath moued in his bzeaff, 
a ſigne that the ſparkes of life were not quite extinguiſhed: 
But now, euer as this ſudden trance aſſailed King Richard, 
there entered info the pꝛilon the Lozd Parlhall,vnder whoſe 
charge he was then kept, whers when to his great amaſement 
he beheld as he ſuppoſed, the King bereft oflife , hauing a 
mind fcamed of a noble diſpoſition , began to pitty his miſ- 
foztanes , and to accuſe his Lozd and Paſter of iniuſtice, 
wherenpon accozding to his gentle nature, hee dzeſſed his 
wounds with a pꝛecious kind of balme, by nature ſo excel- 
lent, that it not onely reconeredlife, but alſo health, and in 
leſſe then in thꝛee dates, made him as ſound as he was befoze 
his combat with Pzince Philip, where we ſhall leaue King 


Richard, making his pꝛaiers to heaven foz his delinery from 


death, and ſpeake of other accidents that followed hereafter,

parfed England, pzoteſting either to bzing their Soneraigne 
K oꝛd ſafcly to his Ringdome, oꝛ to leaue their bodies buricd 


in Auſtria: thatblod(quoth they) ſpent in the honour of our 


Bing and Countrep, is the ſweet ſacrifice sf Rnight . hood, and 
the true vermillion colour, that beautifics iLe rich re bes of 
hondur. 

Thus nobly minded, they with all lpeed troſled the Seas, 
which they were iopfuilof;ſs with ſo gloꝛious a burthen, and 
the whilling wind, pꝛoud of theſe Pꝛincelp refolued Sentle- 
men louing bind, and lopall, ſet open their gentle poꝛtals, and 
be pondthe er pegation ot man, ſet them ſafely vpon the cots 
of. Auſtria, where being no ſoner tome bat they atticed them⸗ | 
felues in the diſguiſed habifaof Fryers, the moſt ſecret, and:

ved King, and by thatmeanes thought they to relieve him, if 


his extremity ſo much required;ſo comming to the pꝛilon gate 


in a pzofeſſed zeale ,- as they ſaid they hadof King Richards 
foules health: they defired acceſſe, and that the Lozd Parſhall 
would admit them to the Kings pzeſence, who being a man 
of a curteous nature „ could doe ns leſſe then grant their re⸗ 
izueſt, being ſo honeſt and vertnous a demand. 


Frowning Foztuns beganmne nolo alittle to ſmile, and a 


little to eaſe his languiſhing ſoꝛrswes : foꝛ no ſonet had his 
gentle eies caſt their dimme ſights ( almoſt blinded with 

Zeates) vpon his two deare friends, hut a ſudden reiopcing 
hope aſſailed his heart, and like a ropotous heire newly polleſ. 
ſing his patrimonp, ſarfetted in plcaſure.all diſpairing paſſt« 
ons by the delightkull pꝛeſence of theſe two Engliſh Carles, 
were immediatly conuerted into iollitp, their imbzaces were 
as the cleſes of new married Damſels, where the extremity 
of ioꝑ ſo ſwelled in their bo ſomes, that even their eyes diftil- 
led teares, (and their hearts as it were danted.) Theſe two 
ſuppoſcd Friers had no other Dziſons , but tomfoztable re- 
pozts from his lo pall Subiecs in England : their Eokes 
were their loues and their Beases their fealties. 

Thus in this ſetret manner valul pected of any, repaired 
they daily to this diſtreſſed King, expecting hourely his lines 
mctamozphoſes,cither of liberty 02 death; Freeddme,o2con- 
faſcon,ropaltp,o2captinity ; in which wauering doubt, while 
theſe thꝛee ſabiccts of ſo2rowremaincd,- the diſpleaſed Dude 
(Till barbeuring in his heart blacke malice, called a caunſell 

ol flattering ficophants, ſuch as be fill the attendanks of o. 

natkes, where againſt both the law of Atmes and Nations, 
it was decresd that k ing Ric hard ſhould tombate with a Lp⸗ 
on, which if he ouercame, his liberty thereby might be wo 
ſed; but being suercome, he ſhould endure the ſharpe paniſh⸗ 


ment of this mercileſſe bcalt , whole great eſt favour were 


but death: vpon which pittileſte dome, thts bloody coun- 


fel concluded , ond thereupon appointed ſhe time and 
houre „ to. the extreame griefe of many thopſavns”, wheſe-

fo2 Den Iohn boze not mozeertreame hate againſt the Eng. 
lich King, then his daughter faire C/ar4%-latxtendedlone * 
In her heart partiall Cid builded his Bower, and pitty 
with his (moth countenance, ſent dumbe meſſengcrs tothe 
diſtreſſed Ring, which were modeſt fighes, baſhfully ſent 
from her maiden⸗ like bꝛeaſt, fearing to offend in affecting her 
Fathers enemy: vet loue, which hath commanded encn the 
Gods themſelues,and ſtill blindly leades earthly Ponarkes 
with vneguall affedions , making no difference betwixt 
Rings and Beggars, ſo ruled the deſircs of dinine Clarabell, 


that ſh& wilhed no other conſolation in this wozld , but the 


ſacred loue of Cnalith Richard; whoſe pzeſence(ifſhÞe might 
poſſeſſe)were to her ſoule as the pleaſures of Paradice: dutꝑ 
and obedience (by nature her Fathers right) were now ers 
changed into defire andloue;the P2incely behauiour of Ring 
Richard guided her thoughts, and(thonghas yet vnknowne 
to him) intangled herlone-ſicke heart in the toiles of Venus, 
wherein was no hope of recouerg, but the vniting of them 


both in the equality of deftre. Theſe were faire C/arabels diſs 


contents, which as an vncurable wound, dilmembꝛed All the 
linely wiſhes of virginity, offending onely in thought, and 


with the chilling feare ol her ſecond ſolues deſtruction, by the

ry : made onely miſerable by the Eagle like pitch of my 
lofty deſires. In this manner ſpent ſh& away the dap, - 1

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the ſable Canopy of Heauen couered all the: earth, a time of 
Glence, a time of peace and reſt, a time that the eyes of all 
things cloſeth vp: pet ſleepe (the comfozter of diffrefſed 
minds, could not locke vp her exes, foz care had made them 
watehkull, ariefe and diſtruſt like two d2eadful companions 
waited in her chamber eneryidle imagination buzzed in her 
cares, the miſaduenture of her loue, fighting with all the 
mil doubts of defire , ſhe conſumed away the flow night, 
where every minute ſemeda day till mozning came , and 
then like a carefull bzide,ſh& cloathed her ſclfe in her richeſt 
attire,and by the Sunnes riſing came vnto the pꝛilon, where 
the found ropall Richard vpon his Pꝛincelp kne, pleading 
fo; his ſoules ſalvation, pꝛeparing bimlſelfc ready foz his Li. 
on-like combat, the night befoze b2ought to the Lo2d Par- 
ſhallin a warrant from the Dukes counſel. Farewell vaine 
wo21ld(quoth he) thy flattering pon pe hath beenekome, as 
water bubbles in a rainie dap, oz as Apzill ſhowers, oz the 
flo uriſhes of Gardens, ſudden and variable. Comfozt me 
God ,only in thy poweri is my deliuerp,and without thy aſli⸗ 
ſtance, this dap is like to be mp domes day, and the laſt day 
ok all my lines foʒtunes.

Poll imper ious Potentate, in whoſe happines con ſiſteth 
ny liues iop, and in whole welfare my glozp ſhineth: In there 
thou pꝛide of manhod, haue J built my hopes, and in louing 
the, dee J purchaſe mp fathers frowne, the Diademe of Au- 
ſtrin. Nobo my right and patrimonp doe F btferly fozſake, 
changing al my natine honours into fozraine hopes, and 
fo: thy ſake make mp lelle a ſtranger to my countrey; even 
in death lpzings my lone, and being dead, all carthlp loves: 
in meends: Caſt me not offin dilgrate, but locke my true 
heart in chy Bꝛincelp boſome, there kerpe it as an ine ſtuma- 
bte Jewell, pure, Unſpotted, and vaſtained, and tender 
43 the budding Roſe , blaſted with the leaſt winde of thy

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diftike: As fo2 thy ines danger ( wert Pꝛinte) feare not, hea- 
nen I ſ& with a ſmiling countenance, pzomiſeth comkozt, 
an dlegions of Celeſtiall Angels ſtand teadp armed to de- 
fend thee from that hunger -ſtarued Lyon , pꝛepared foz thy 
liucs deſtruction, a death diſhonourable, and vnfit foz ſo roy- 
all a perſon. A | 

Jn ſpeaking theſe wo2ds, ſhee fokea greene ſcarfe from 
about her tns2p necke, and gane it to Ring Richacd, ſaping; 
Take this{{weet Pꝛinte) as the maiden- like p2zomiſe ofmp 
lot e and rememb:ance, weare it fo2 my ſake, it map pꝛoue 
thy liues pꝛeſeraer, and the onely inſtrument to glut vp the 
Lyons gredp Jaw, euen at that deadly minute, when he 
ſealeth von thy noble body. Pardon my immodeſt pze- 
ſumption, koz deſire and lone imboldens me, and all my 
maiden like baſhfulneffe is aboliſhed, by the delightfull pze- 
ſence of thyſwet ſelfe; Foz ther, and koꝛ thy loue, haue J ſold 
all mp royall pzometions ; Then equallit (great King) that 
mp affection bee not blaſted in the blome , and J made the 


moſt wofull and diſpiſed Lady aliue. 


Poze wonld ſh haue ſpoken , bat that the gentle ning 
toke her from the ground, (yet kneeling) and with the de. 
lightfull iopok a curfeous kiſſe, ſealed their lippes together, 


_ andafcerlaratified her kindeneſſe with this louing diſcourſe, 


Tyon faire ok all faires, thou paragon of beautp, in whole 
tounten ince (J (&)lits inthꝛoniſed both vertue and modeſtp, 
what vndeſerued fauour hath true iudging Meauen graced 
me with in that thy inſpiring loue hath eluminated my clou⸗ 
by Foztunes , now ſcowling with a diſmall countenance 
Mere the whole woꝛlo mine, and J commander of Ponar- 
chies, petſhould all my dignities inrich thee, and mp pows 
crit regalties aduance thee to the imperiall effate of all 
carthly grates: This thy kindneſſe hath inchanted me, ras 
nicht my ſences, cleuated m ſoule, and ok an earthſy ſubs 
ffance , made mp deſires immoztall. Pow flie J with the 
wings of god chance, which nothing can clip, but the ſharpe 

ckle of deſpitefull death: $03 drath( A know) with his r ly 
| : viſace, 


vilage, walkes here innifibly, with his tirannous command, 
readp toſeaze vpon me: now is the houre of myliues aduen. 
ture, and the minate of thatfearefull iudgement to be put 
in pꝛactiſe, to the appeaſingof Pzince Phillips angry ghoſt, 

At this wozd ſpeaking, came in the Lo2d Parſhall with 
an armed guard, hauingacommillion to conduct King Ri- 
chatd, to à ſquare Court walled round: wherein was a Shee- 
Lioneſſe newly bereaned of her Whelps , to make her the 
moz2e mankind: about which Court ſat the Duke and his 
Barrons in a gallerp, to behold this vnnaturall tradegy: vn- 
to which place being tome, attended on a farre off, by the 
Pzinceſle Clarazbell, who with teares and ſighes did not alit- 
tle lolicet heauen fo2 his ſtrengthner: all which fozced pitty 
from the hearts of his enemies, and might bare mollificd 
euen Tygers to relent. 

The two Engliſh Carles of Arundell and Drfozd, his ap- 
pzoucd friends in miſery: Pigh ſpirited, and full of reſclutt- 
on, attended as befoge in their Friers habits, fedinghim(as 
the beholders ſuppoſed) with the fod of dinine counſels: but 
in derd with the animation of courage imbouldening him fo 
take his foztunes patiently,and to thinke of the honour of his 
Countrep, by whole death England was widdowed, and his 
lubieds made RA ingleſſe. 

Theſe mo tions sf incouragement,bzed in his manly heart 
an inconquerableſtcength, committing his life to the diſpg- 
ſing of kate: Ve ſtripped himſelfe from all Court. like has 
biliments, and in his cambzickeſhirf, with faire Clarabels 
fcarfe w2apped about his arme, he ſtod pꝛepared fo2 the en- 
tertainement efthe remo2fleſſe Lyon, which at the ſound of 
A Trumpet was let loſe, whoſe roares were as thunder 
from the clouds, and in whoſe grim viſage ſat the fearefull 
pꝛeũdent of deſtructiom heart-bzeaking alflictions poſſeſt all 
his well wiilers, and the guiuering rare of his confuſfon al- 
ſailed euerp geatle eye, excepting Don Iohn and his aſſociats. 
To bee ſhozt, the Lronlike the galke £f burning Acharong 

& gaped 
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gaped fo receine the ropal body of Ring Richard, who neither 
fearing death, noz the thꝛeatnings of tyꝛzannp, With an vn- 
knowne courage, hemoſt valiantly tyzuft his arme (wzaps 
ped about with faire Clarabels ſilke ſcarfe) into the gaping 
iawes of the ouer⸗furious Lponeſſe, and by the fo2ce of his 
manhod toare out his ſauage heart, (pet leaping warme in 
his hand) and thzewit at Don Iohns face, ſaping; Take that 
thou mon ſter of human itp, thou vnpꝛincelp Potentate, hea⸗ 
uen thou lee ſt hath defended me, to the wonder ofaces, and 
thy vile diſgraces. Generall was the applauſe, the intollera. 


ble vexat ion of the wzathfull Duke , who like an vntamed 


Panthar, roſe from his ſeat, and in great wꝛath depatted. 
King Richard ſeeing the L ioneſſe heartleſſe and liueleſſe, ly- 
ing on the ground , to the great amaſement of all the behol⸗ 
ders, ptelded the gloꝛy of this victo2y to the allſeeing pꝛai- 


ſes of Heauen. Noiittletoy had the two Engliſh Carles at 


this lucky ſucceſſe, but eſpe.ially the heart of dinine Clara- 
bell danced in delights. | 
Neuer had Lady the like cauſs of content, noz neuer La. 

dy moze bound te thanke the Almighty powers of heauen. 
The relieued Ning, as the ignoꝛant Lambe newly eſcaped 
from the blwdp fury of the Molte, with a countenante of a 
crimſon bluſh, declared the like gladneſſe, and in moſt kinde 
manner caſt the reflecting beames of his eyes toward Clara- 
bell, that thee well perteiued his turtedus thoughts, and that 
gratefnlt thankes harboured in his Pꝛincelp heart After. 
the Dukes departure, the whole company (@ne bꝛoke off, 
bearing a ſecret favour to the Engliſh King , who by faire 
Clarabell, the Carles of Arundelland Orfoꝛd, with ſme 
few other attendants of England, conducted him to a pzi- 


unuate chamber, where after ſome refreſhing repaſt, they pꝛe. 


pared foz England, but not meaning diſcourteouſip to lcaus 
faire Clarabell behind, cauſed her to be attired in the habit ot 
A Court Page, in a ſute of watched coloured velnet, fo ſigniſte 
the trunelle of her lone, (fo2 his ſake ) in refuſing both Coun⸗ 
trep, Parents, and Kindzed , and in this lozt to become

ellranged krom al her acquaintance-Suchan imperiaus God 
is leue, and ſo commanding. 

The next day , bnknowne of any ot the Dukes Conrf, 
but the Lo: Parlhall , who alſifted them in all their pzoc&- 
dings, they toke leane of Auſtria, and iournied toward 
England, where by the way king Richard and faire Clara- 
bell, ſo ſecretly cloſed in affections, that her bloming bud of 
virginity was cropt, and the quittance of his lene.ffroaks 
ſealed in her wombe, a conditton of ſuch content, as both 
pleaſurs and deſires pleaſed each party. Clarabell in her Pa- 
ges attire, ſeemed in decentneſſe to exceed Ganemede, loues 
minion, oz wanton Adonius the delights of Venus, euer 
had Paris the Tropan Pzince, agreaterconqueftin the loue 
of faire Helena, then ropall hing Richard, of his admired 
Clatabell. Nature in her greateſt pꝛide, framed this beauti. 
full Lady, as then the onely miracle of woman kind, he mu⸗ 
ſes in her pzaiſes may wziteeternally , and thoſe laſting re⸗ 
pozts which adnanced ſo many Grecian dames , map now 
tell, and fozeuer ſpeake off the ſaper-abounding graces of 
this faire Lady, that like vntothat Angell-faced Roſamond, 

wꝛought wonders in all eyes. | 
No othercomfo3ts could poſſeſſe the Kings fancy, but 
this celeſtiall Lade, Europes admiration, andthe wozlos 
glozyp. Inthis rau thin; content ſpent they the time away, 
till happy Foztane ſe them (afely vpon the ſhozes of Eng- 
land, whoſe ſwat ſight was as iopk Il to them all, as the re- 
turne of banitht eriles to their withed dwellings. This 
iopfull dap of theit arriual in England, was by the Ring 
and his Conn ſell conontꝛed fo2 a holp dap, being the third of 
March, and to thi time call d Daunt Rich are as dux Eng- 
lich Almanacks {a1 p*t teſtifle. Ring Richard hauin g came 
taken polleſſion (Its Ringoo ne, and imperiall vignitv, firik 
gracing his two dere friend of A undell and DrfozJ,tv;th 
commendable ad muce nent foz chtir loues and lopaltie, 
then pꝛeparing in his Citp of Loadon a repali lodging co, 
his faire loue , nare vaty Cheape⸗ de, called his Tower 
\ C 3 royall 
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Mopall, Men rovall (as he ſaid)in harbouring ſo faire a Pax 


ramour, as was diuine Clarabell : Inthis place repaired he 
fail often vnto her, and taſted of thoſe delights in nature, 
ſyotting her name with the title of a Kings Concubine. 
Long was he lulled in the cradle of pleaſures, careleſſe of ho# 


nours aduancement, neglecting his countries lame: knight⸗ 


Iy Chiualry was conuerted to courtly dances, the lullabics 
of idie paſlimes rockt him alleepe, till the diſgrates of Eng. 
land (received by his late impꝛiſonment) awaked him, and 
called to armes: Then rowſing vp his Anightly courage; 
like Fames darling ( being ſet amongſt his Barrors) he 
ſaid as followeth. Now Fire and Swoꝛd, the two inſtru⸗ 
ments ok conſuming warre, ſhall fozrage Auſtria, and by the 
Bingdomes ruine, woꝛke me a ſweet revenge, 

My w2ongs there receiued by the vniuſt decres of Don 
Iohn , ſhall be quittanced with moze then common ſpoils, 
his Court ſhall ſwim in blod,his turrets flame in Fre,hcaps 
of mangled men, choake vp his ſtrates, woe vpon woe, chall 


beſethim round. 


Troy in her ten pœres warres did not endure moze cala. 
mities then Auſtria ſhall ſho2tly ſuffer. Theſe and ſuch like 
high ſpirited ſpeeches, did Ring Richard ſpeake amongſt his 
L.92ds, fo the great incouragement of them all, and ſo fire d 
their luſfy blods, hat well were they that could the moſt gab 


lantlieſt ſet fezih themſclues, and be the moſt fo: wardeſt in 


his noble enterpꝛiſe. 

So defirous wers all eſtates, and ſo willing in this noble 
warre, that in leſſe then twenty daies the King was the roy- 
all. Generall of fifty thouſand Souldicrs , all pꝛouide d ſo 


manfully, as if they had goneto make anew conqueſt of Jc- 


ruſalem. In which honourable tonrney. we will leauc him, 
and alſo the pꝛeparation that Don John made to withſtend 


him, and his armp, and ſprake of the birth of Faukonbridge, 


bozne and kept ſecretlp in King Richards Tower repall, 
with many other ſtrange euents that happened in the birth

topfull houre, the carefull Lady (pared fo2 no coff, and with 


her deert relenting heart ſolicited heauen ſoz a happy dclive-- 
rie, the onely defire of all weomen. AI will not ſpcake of the 
tender natured Nurſes, the diligent Þtdwtues, noz the rich 
furniture pꝛouided againſt that time: ne dleſſe it were to re- 


poꝛt the ſumptuonſneſſe of banqueting diches noz the vas 
riety of ſeryices belonging to ſo noble à buſmeſſe, moſt ho- 


nourable and gractous were ell the pzocedings of this her 
Chziſtian-like child: birth, not any diſplcaſing obica hinde⸗ 
red her content, nozany way diſquieted her mind, but onely- 


the want of her bcloned, whoſe pꝛeſence in her eye had berne 
moꝛe delightſome then the pleaſures of Elizeum: Little ſup- 


poſed ſhe that King Richard had taken armes againſt her 


Father. the ſueceſſe whereof would haue but bꝛed a ſtriſe be. 
twixt loue and nature: Foz nature in rraſon toke her Fa- 


thers part, when as lous leaned to her Lozd, pet ſhꝛowded 


boere oll imaginations in the cloſet of letretneſſe, and he 
leaſt ri voꝛt thereof ſoun ded in her eares. Unknowne were 


all theſe pꝛecet dings: Foꝛ King Richard at his departue gaue 
commandement not to-reneale them, till heauen had bꝛonghe 


light to the fruit of her body. To bo ſhoꝛt, the minute appꝛo- 


ched of the Babes comming into the Mozlo, a ſweettender

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grow ripe and ready to fall, againſt which

common griefe h the mother, the tender Infant lying in his 
cradle, attended on by thzee tarefall nurſes, even at the mid 
dle houre of tho night, when the Muer Pane in her greateſt 
glozy danced on the ch2iſtall Seas, euenat that flenthoures 

when the God of Dꝛeames gouerned the UWozld;there was 


heard in the chamber (ach a melodious lound of Puſicke, as 


ik it had beene the harmonp ok Angels, oz the ſinging Cheru⸗ 
bins ot Heauen, which in a bcwitching manner ſo inchanted 
the wakefull Nurſes, that their eyes cloſed, and their ſences 
yelded to ſound lzpes . 
In this till time of filence,camein the Quene of Fairies, 
with a troupe of her inuiſible attendants , being thepzetty 
dancing Elues of an bnknowne Aingdome, and ſtoale away 
poung Faukonbridge ont ot his Pꝛintelv cradle:whoſe miſſe 


in what manner to anſwere this their negligen ce: Fut ret 
this griefe of theirs, was bat the induction fo the true maze 


(at his Nurſes waking ) bꝛed ſuch an amaſement amongſt 
them. as almoſt pzocured lunaſie, and fozced them (like Bac- 
chus froes) te runne madding vp and downe, not knowing 


of calamity : the wofnilmother (bnhappp Clarabell) mate 


bn miſerable, and moſt wokull, by the laſſs of this her

Weepeeternally (oh mine epes) till peu grow blind 
with lamentations; bzeake heart with (wellingſobbes, ſplit 


and burſt aſunder; Nothing but motions of croſfe chances 
intercepts mp imacinations, conſuming ſozrow (like a wa- 


fling tpꝛant) reuels in mydiſtrees: Not anp comfoztable 


thought will in mercy ſeaze vpon mv fouls, pittp is fled, re- 


mozſe baniſhed, and gentle renting paſſions wozkes won- 


ders in my grieke- tired heart. 


Now this ſudden loſſeof her poung ſonne, gaue her an ot ⸗ 


taſton ts deſtre the pꝛeſence tt ᷣ ing Richard, that in his com 


pany ſhe might a little eale her ſobbing boſome, and that an 
equall partition o grivfe might be made bet wirt them, con- 
ſidering halle of miſchantes ſpight belonged to him, being the 
Father, and bꝛgetter ef his bloming Fan konbridge: But 
when ſhe& had intelligence of his departure foz Auſtria, and 
of his reuenge e aint her Fathers Country, and 


her natiue ſoile, and bi 
imagination aſſailed her hen rx and a grisfe be pond the mile · 
- rpof Hecuba Nuene sf Trop; bauing loſt one and twenty 
ſonnes) ſeazed vpon her ſoule : woꝛds were not ſuffieient, 


teares of no fozce, ſighes ſcbbing in blod, could not reueals 
the leaſt part ot her bitter anguiſh: All the tengues that tuer 
ſpake, all the pens that euer weit, no2 all the bokes that euer 


was, could moze tell,-wzite, 02 containe, the true manner of 
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the diſquictnes ofthis lozrowfull Lady,the true patterne of 
gricfe ſat heauilp vpon her cloudy bꝛow, and her epes ſparke⸗ 
led as it were ſtreames ok affiictiens , dayans night ſpent 
the comfoꝛtleſſe awap, fod was as poyſon to her body, ſlerpe 
as ſtrange companp,loath! ome:ſolitarp ſilence wzonght her 
the beſt cale:nothing but idle vigons of diſcontent appeared 
befoze her:ſometime ſhee ſuppoſed that grim-faſt death with 
le gions of woꝛmes ſat deuouring the tender body of her pong 
babe: Sometime agame, ſhe imagined that an armp of Ans 
gels conducted the pꝛetty Impe into the blefſcd kingdome of 
heauen : bpand by againe, that wilde beaſts and raving 
Foules, banquetted-with his tender limbes: one while ſhes 
th zught it lap ſtaruing in the fields frozen to death with cold, 

another while parched with the beames of the hot Sunne: 
A thouſand doubts had ſh of the miladuenture of this pong 


vabe, beleeuing neuer to (& it moze, but that the domes dap 


ok his liues ending had concluded oy" ztunes. Upon 
which reſolution, ſhe exempted her ſcife from the company 
of all people, excepting one ancient Gentlewoman , that 
dallp attended in her Chamber, which bzought her \uchne- 
ceſlaries as ſufficed nature, where like the picture of woe, 
vnb:aff, and diſrobde of all Ladp⸗like attires, with diſheuel⸗ 
led haire hanging downe to the earth, we will leaue her

- what meanes, noꝛ by whom, conſidering this her negligent 


care pꝛoued a ſcandall to her reputation, ſheeexemptcd her 
ſelte wilfully from the ſotietp of people, and gaue her ſelfe to 
trauell, pꝛoteſting by the ſacred aieſty of Heauen, to leane 
no king dome vn ſearcht, noꝛ no nation vnleene into, till =

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had found out young Faukenbridge, and bꝛought him againg 
ſaf:ly vnto his carcfull mother. The ſecond of theſe wofull 
nurſes, being a rich London Merchants wife, in like man- 
ner ( in pennante koꝛ this her negligence)put her ſelfe vnto a 
heaup talke, which was, to refaſe all the ioyes ok marriage, 
not to take the fruition ot her hul bands lone, not to ſlæp vp- 
pon downy beds, but to reſt her ſelfe vpon the hard ground, 
making the duſty earth her pillow, where ſighes and ſobbes 
were her only compantons,care her chamberlaine, and griele 
her gardian, not any motion of delight could anp moꝛe ſeaze 
vpon her heart, but all her meditations were ſtill made vp- 
pon the wiſhed returne of poung Faxko»bridge, The third 
and laſt, but not the leaſt woful of theſe griened nurſes, was 
& plaine, wholſome natured countrey. woman, ota complex. 
ion like vnto the Shepheards of Idea Pountaines , neuer 
moze fafrer were the tripping Nimphes of Diana, ſpozting 
vpon Cipꝛeſſe bankes, noznguer did nature frame woman 
moze beautiful; vpon her cgikes the lilly and the roſe ſtrone 
fo ſupzemacy , and the Uermillion bluſh of her beauty 
w2ought deſire in all eyes, euen loue himlolſe danced in her 
countenance, pet all theſe rich gifts of nature, were quite 
blemiſht by the ſudden fright taken at the loſſe of this ten. 
der babe, whole abſence was as the bitter dome of death, 
and tranſfozmed all her wonted graces into pale feare , her 
face by it was changed into the ſhape of anaſhy viſage , oz 
the wan countenance of a long dead body,all earthly conſs. 
lation ended, no hope had ſhe 6: her fozmer top ; diſpaire, 
blacke melancholy , deadly houres, and vnlucky thoughts 
pdarboured in her penſtue bolome, and by the loſſe ot that 
ſweete Ankant, ( at whoſe birt heuen the Puſes dan- 
ced, ) all following good Foztune (was quite from this 
Nurſe exiled:) and as a puniſhment thersfoze,fozhernegli- 
gence, th&p2omiſed by aſolemne vow made ſecretly with 
her owne heart, neyer fo taſt other foode , but rotes, 
hearbes , and ſuch things as grew in the deſart wodes, 
noz neuer to dzinke other liquour but cleere water, 
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takerifrom running rivers, hercompanions were filuaing

Oh (quoth the) what vnlucky planet pꝛedominated my 
birth? why was A boꝛne to theſe miſeries 2 Aline deſtitute 
ol friends in an vnknowne kingdome,diſhonoured with the 
title of a Cartizan, a pointing marke foz vertuous Ladies, 
a ſtaine of woman - ho d. Oh why was J bozne to commit ſo 
foule a ſinne, that blemiſheth the gloꝛp of all Pzinces + Dh 
bukind Bing Richard, now I ſee thou heapeſt vpon mp backs 
a ſecond miſery, as thou haſt diſrobed me of virginity, ma- 
king me neither wife, widow, noz maide: ſo wilt thou 03s 
phane me, and intitle me by the name ofa parentleſſe child: 
Moe vpon woe I ſ& purſues me, calannty,diſcontent,ſoz- 
row, deſpaire, yea, andall the miſerics that enerhaplefſe 
woman in dured, now like whirle-winds, oz tempeſtuous 
guſts, tumbles my care kild heart into the gulfe of vnpitied

that euer nterelp touched £»e/azd , ſuchnewes that might 
euen haue bꝛoke a ſanage heart, newes of death and doloar, 
the ſignification thereof late like characters in their foze⸗ 
heads, and as it were made dumbe ſhewes of diſcontent, 
being with heauy countenances both come into the pꝛeſence 
of Lady Clarabell, the god Carle of Arundell ſaid as follow- 
eth. Pꝛepare(ſwert Lady) with a gentle ſilence to entertaine 
the wokulleſt tale that euer man at armes repozted , fezit 
tels of blod and death, and of the ruine ofimpcrious ſouc- 
raiguety, Know faire Clarabell that in ons day by the fury 
of relentleſſs warre, thou haſt loft both thy Father and thy 
Lone:Firlt thy Father when the battels ioined, cloſed with 
high ſpirited Richard in ſuch Pzincely reſ lution, as enen ſi⸗ 
red his whole army with the liuelp ſparkes of valour, and 
ſo pzoudly managed himſelfe againſt the gun ſhot ofchence, 

as if Hecter and Achilles combated each other. Dn the ether 
ſide Engliſh Richard, vnder whole enſignes our ſelues mar- 
chod ſo nobly, and 10 beyond expectation ho behaved him 
ſelfe, as if Qtars fougl t vpon the earth, both Heauen and 
Earth thundered fozth their glozies: Our two Armies 
were in number like the Campe of Seythian Tamberlaiae, 
which (as it were) made the huge earth to grone. 

Neuer fince the ten peeres warres at Trey, did mans eye 
behold ſo numberleſle a multitude, all valiant, fearelt ſſe, and 
aduenturous; we foz thehonour of England, they foz the 
honour of Auſtria: Seas of blood conered the grene fields, 
and the fete ofhozſes trampled out dead mens bꝛaines, the 
cries of dying ſouldiers ſtemed like thunder, and the chaſtat 
Aire ſpꝛead fo2th her lable Canopy, mourning at ſo wofuit 
amaſfacre.. After thouſands lap bꝛeathleſfe on the hungrie 
earth,. glutted with the bid of ſo many thouſand Chzilli⸗ 
ans, the victoꝛp arew ſodoubtfull, that Lady Foztune ſate 
wauering, not reſoſued to what ſide to peeld it: But woe is 
me, euenthen the glozy of both our Armies faded, end the 
elumina.

Our Leaders and Captaines (hauing loff their Pꝛincely 
Generall, imbzaced peace, and with the Swozdes ſheatlh ed, 
Cullozs rolled vp, and with heaup hanging countenances, - 
are now-arrined in £-g/a-d , where (with the generall con. 
fent of the whole Pobilitp) we haue crowned Je his bꝛo. 
ther, E ing ol this Countrey, whom in all allegiance we will 
hen tekoꝛth honour and obey... Moꝛe would they haue ſpoken, 
but the griefe of Clarabella ſo abounded, that ſhee could keepe 
filence no longer: but in great extremity of paſſion burſt out 
into theſe ſpeeches. - 
Merre (quoth ſbee) let the Moꝛld end; fo2 the terrible ex. 
fremity of woe(like the raging Ocea»,)bzeakes in, and ouer. 
flowes all mytopcs: J haue loſt my Father, Frients,Coun- + 
trep, Binred, Acquaintance,yea, and my Child: and the dea⸗ 
reſt of all Jewels, Royall King Richard, by whoſe death 4 
am made molt vnfoztunate. 

Deſcend ſome vnluckp farre, fall vpon me vou fatall pla- 
nets, and ſtrike me blinde, that my ſightleſle eyes may behold 
no further miſeries . Where art thou miſchance 2 afflic me 
with ſome fearefull confufion ; that like the wife of Oc. 
pu, the whole Moꝛld may repoꝛt my ſhame. Beauens bleſ- 
ſings (A ſęe) hath re fuled me, and like an onf-caſtloaden my 
dlod · red heart with moꝛe then earthly ſozrow- , and with 
which it is rent, toꝛne, and moſt lamentably toꝛmented. 

At theſe woꝛdes ſher offered to teare foꝛth her owne eyes,. 
had not the gentle aduice ofthe tw Carles perſwaded her te 
patiente, which ſtzer willing ly imbꝛaced, and ſo fo2 that time 
parted company : She to her ſo2rowfull cloſet, they to the 
new refined Court, where W * had intelligence N 
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the ſucceffes of Clarabela,fent tohera commiſſion of banich⸗ 
ment, with acommandement that no Engliſh lubica vpon 
paine of death, ſhould gius her any ſluſtenance of fo d, where⸗ 
by her wantonnelle might be ſconrged with pining kamich⸗ 
mont: a grieuous and ſenere penance,deſeruing the name of 
beathen tyranny. But ſuch was the indignation of King 
Jobs, and ſo violent in wzath, that euen death quittancedher 
kau ourites. (Poze mappe of mileryl) cher was fozced to foz. 
ſake Cour tly faſhions, and ts exchange her coſtlp attires in⸗ 
to beggers weeds :ſhe that had wont ts feed vpon the barie- 
ty of dain ties, was now ſufficed with courſe ſeruices, no o. 
therwiſe then with thoſe things that ſatiſfied hanger.ftar- 
ued hounds: manya little dogge(in the laps of poung wan- 
tons) had moze abundance of fed then this gallant Lady 
had. Pap by day walkedſhe camfoztleſſe vp and downe the 
firetes, moning her owne milkfoztunes, pet vnpittied, and 
left toher complaint. Night by night wearted ſhee ont the 
longhoures with remembzances of her fozmer life , where 
every minutes thought begot newgriefc,and every thought 
ol new griefs almoſt ſplit her heart: ſighes were as common 
obiccs to ſatiſfie her diſcontents, being diſpleaſed with all 
things ſhe caſt her eye vpon. Not any comfo2ztable motion 
could ſhe entertain, wea ried ſher grew of the wanton wozld, 
not knowing which way to turne her lelle: Piſerp followed 
her bp and downe ; when ſhe remembꝛed Auſtria her Fa- 
thers Ringdome, diſobedience cut her heart, when ſhe&cal- 
led fo mind her Uirginities wzacke, a thouſand woes (ioi⸗ 
ned with repentance) ouerwhelmed all inſuing hopes, and 
almoſt caſt her into deſperation, ſhe ſuppoſed pitty to be 
deafe, and the tender remozſe of humane gentlenes to ber 
ſhut vp againſt her. Sher that lately absunded in plentuonſ- 
nelle, now lined in want ofa beggars pittance, ſhe onelp fed 
vpon ſozrow : Sighes were her fod, and teares her dzinke, 
wo, miſerp, and penurp, in moſt extreame manner, tozmen⸗ 
ted her pining carkaſſe, till pouerttes thinne countenance 
conuerted her roſe-like cherkes into a pale * . -

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hollow epes ſeemed like the empty cels of death, ſozrowes 
badge(which is a wzinckledbzow, declared to tho wozld pi⸗ 
fifall pꝛoſpeas, to the wzinging handed griefe of the behol- 
ders, which were not a few in number.) Ser into this globe 
of miſery (you blazing ſfarres of Chʒiſtendome) you flon- 
riſhing Damſels, that fels your bodies pleaſures to make 
pour ſonles blacke ; Pou that line by the ſpoiles of pouth, 
making a paſtime of wantonneſle,cathering to pour ſelues 
thehatednames of common Curtizans , cozrupted with: - 
molt vile diſeaſes,loathſome and full of lepꝛoſis.

The firſt was a gar- 
ment made bim of the Lpons\kinne-, that his Father R=. 
chard Cordeljou flew in Auſtria, of vertue ſo pꝛetious, that 
the wearer thereof ſhould neuer faint in courage; bat euer 
tontinus Mictoz in all atchieuements. The ſecond a purſe 
of gold, of ſach a plentifull treaſure, that can neuer grow 
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empty, but as it is taken fozth , the vertue thereof reple⸗ 
| niſheth it againe , by which meanes it continnes full. The 
1 third a ring of ſuch ineſtimable pzice,thatbythe touch ther- 
ok healeth all diſeaſes (neuer ſo dangerous and vncurable.) 
Chele were the blellings of the Fazry Querne beſtowed vp. 
pon this pong gallant, which he receiued as his patrimony, 

und kept them as the onelp gifts of god Foztune. 

Thus being of the age of fifteene peeres, he continued in 
the wods (like vnto aſanageſatyre) vnacquainted with 
wozldly people, roning vp and dowye, bntlll inch time as 
King Ibn of England, (his vnckle by the Fathers ſide) 
found him in his wild quality: but ling him repleniſhed 
with ſuch lineaments of nature, ſtrong,and ſturdp, as pꝛo- 
miſed enſuing honoꝛs: Ve toke him to his keping, and gaue 
him in charge to an ancient Noble man of his Court, to ba 
trained vp, and taught perfectly his naturall Englich tong, 
which hee moſt ſpeedily accompliſhed to his high reno wne:

Thus afferleane taken, like one of Fames darlings, this 
nightly Fa#korbridge in the ſpzing-time of his youth,coms 
mitted himſelfe to foztunes fickle fauonrs, where alter he 
had trauelled ſome few daies iournies from the Engliſh 
Court, hearrinedat the gate ofan Moſpitall, whereat lap 
Clarabellyig vnknowne mother, begging fo2 reliefe, with 
theſe lines grauen ouer her heav vpon the wall in capital 
letters, accozding to King Joby commandement. 
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A Princes daughter by the Kings decree, 
Here pines in care, ſtand ſtill, and paſſe not by, 
Till this poore map of perfect miſery, 
Wich wringing hands hean'd vp to hoauen high, 
Tels how her wanton life in finne was ſpent, 
And why ſhee thus makes wofull languiſhment. 


Pitty her not, her life is ſtaind with ſhame,

Logd Faukonbridge having read this ſaperfcription, in 
pitty raed her eſtate, not knowing her to be his mother, fog 
as vet his paients were bnknown to him, pet harbouring in 
his bzeaſt noble thoughts, he could not choſe but extend cha⸗ 
rity vnto her, and being the firff or his aduentures, and the 
maiden- head of his mercy , the firſt god deed that euer he 


tender pitty toke the halle ſtarued Lady by the hand, ſaying; 
At thou beſt deſcended ropallp, as theſe letters witnes that 
thou art, J am bound in all knightip curteũes ta defend the, 
and in maugre of blacke Foztunes ſpight, ſuccour thy di⸗ 
ftreſfed eſtate, as it ſiemes now the wozlds out- caſt.

Dears Knight thy deſerf J know not, but ſurelp thou 
ſemelt to be gracious in all thy pzocedings,and deſtres not 
Aknow to info2ce a Lady , to ſpeake of that which will 
bzeake her heart to remember 2 Pet becauſe thou pꝛomiſeit 


did, therefoze he willingly alighted from his palphꝛey, and in 
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me thy gentle aide, to deliuer me from this miſerable vale 
of woe, and ſet me wifhedly vpon the ſhoze of my natiue 
kingdome, vilele diſhon oured by my wil full follies $ Un. 
derſtand then J was boꝛne in Auſtria, my name Clarabell, 
Pꝛintely my Father, from whom I diſobediently fled foz 


. theloug oł a Poꝛtherne Ponarke;vato-whom I yelded vp 


the pleaſures of my virginity ;-:thelofle whereof made me, 
(though no wife ) pet an vnhappy mother: fo2 which blacke - 
ſinne J am now thus puniſhed. Queſtion no furtherfwet- 
Gentleman, foz thereſt will bereane me of life, bat accoz- 
ding to thy noble diſpoſition, be my gardian, and conduct mo 
to my natiue comitrey, and the rewarder ok all god deerds, 
wilt quittance your curteſſes. Jnded faire Lady(quothhe) 
as dur oathes in Knight-hod bs ſo to doe, ſo in perfoꝛmance 
thereof} will adnenture mylife , though it be to the Rings 
high diſpleaſure. So taking her vp behind him bpon his 
hozſe, he carriod her to the next tolone, and there both chee⸗ 
red her ptaing body with comfoztable viaquals, and after 
tloathed her in ſuch garments as befitted the degree of a 
Gentlewoman and ſo ſet fozwards towards Auſtria, ſpen- 
ding the flow time away with pleaſing difcourſes , little 
thinking of the nere alliance that was betwirt them two, 
the one the mother. the other the ſonne: bat heauen meaning 
to ſhewa wonder in their Hues, would not as vet ſuffer their 
kindꝛeds to be bought to lige. : 
So trauelling on as J ſaid befoze, they were intercepted 
bp amoſt ſtrange obieck, which were thz& moſt dittre ſled 
creatures, ſeeming by their attires to be weomen, and the 
th:enurſes (in fozmer times) of poung Faukenbridge, 
which Clatabell full well knew, but that ſhe feared to be dif 
couered.

3 Oble minded Faukonbridge , followed the 
apc of this rich pziſed Rauen, carryingin 
vis beake the wozthofa Kings ranſome, not 
Nredting no: pitching vpon any tre oz bzanch, 
= K til che had let the King fall into the ®ca, 
1 which track ſuch terrour to the heart of Fau- 
konbridge, (then ſtanding vpon the ſdoꝛe, ſeeing the euent) 
that he almoſt taſt himſ eite after it into the waues, but that 
better graces guided him, and hape ol better Foztunes re- 
fkrained his delperateneſſe. Standing thus amaſed and tal⸗ 
ling to mind the loſſe ol Clarabella {whom he had left com- 
fo:tieCe behind) fler ping in a greene ſhade of trees, not know. 
ing how, noz which way to returne backe, belieuing neuer 
moꝛe to brehold her ngelicall countenante: There toze like 
a mournefull Trauellier (lo ing himfelfe in fome deſart wil- 
derneſſe)he bzcathed out this vnpittied lamentation: 
Many and vnlucky are my firſtaduentures(quothhe)af, 
tended on þy.croffe chances, and vnto ward pꝛotcædings; no 
motion of reliefe can A pzemeditate vpon: . Foz Jam come 
by ill Foztune into a place of deſolation, nat frequented by 
the habitation of man: Here liues nothing but grene bei- 
lled Herpenkts, roaring Molues, and beaſts of fearefull 
ſhape s, ſuch as may well terrifie the pꝛoudeſt courage: ers 
ſounds na other Ecchoes bat the erdakes ot Rauens, night⸗ 
Owles, cries, and the bellawing of vntamed Tygers, ſuch 
as thun ders fozth nothing but ſounds of death and deffru- 
&ion: here is no other fod to ſuſtaine nature, but wild hem. 
' . {ecks,henbane,andſuch W wiedes, the 1 
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houle ok blacke inchanters, witches, and tharmert the aire 
ſcemes to be cozrupted,and the earth caſts vp putrifping ſa⸗ 
ucurs , wozſethen the ſnioaking lake whereSodome and 
Gomorra ſtod, In this manner complained he fo2 the ſpace 
of thzice twelnehoures, loking cuerp hure to be deuoured 
by wild beaſts, but that his Lyon like garment whichhee 
woꝛe, made them thinke him to bee one of their number, 

which ſavage creatures in tame manner lodged by his ſide. 

As he thus between keare and hope, expected pꝛeſent death, 
hee beheld a Turkiſh galley houering by the thoze ſive , the 


Captaine whereof (being a noble minded Gentleman. ) af 


the firſt ſight of young Faukonbridge, taſi a Land;wherecbe. 
holding his diffrelſes)tokehim abo20;whſch nl kt foz fa- 


- -nour, nat a little reioiced him: but being ſo happily pꝛeſer- 


ued from death, moſt willingly lubmitted to their mercies, 


they being Pozes, he a Chaiſtian : thep milbelceuing, he 


truein kaith, they blacke, he faire, two ertreame contrarie- 
ties: yet when thele Yeathen people beheld his kate ſtoꝛed 
with ſuch matefty, reſembling the beautp of his Creatoz: 
they admired his Angelike countenance, neuer befoze that 
timeſ&eingaman of his colonr , but all blacke like them - 
ſclues,therefo:e ſuppoſing to haue foundfome heauenly An- 
gell, they pꝛeſented him to their King, as then — his 
Court ſome toure miles diſtance from that place , on tho o- 
cher ſide of the Sea, (being but a creæke of the maine Ocean) 
in a moſt ſumptadus Pallace, fe: vꝛiahtneſſe. like to the 
Tower of the Sunne- 

The Pozrocco King with his blatke countenance , ads 
-aancing himſelfe in his ropalithzore, with great admirati. 
n receiued LozdFaukonbridge;not as aCaptine, oꝛ a chai- 
ned Gallep⸗ſlaue, but like the Darling ot Paiefty, oꝛ as the 
Paragon of Fame, ſentfrom Yeauen to glo2tfie his Court. 
Aegions of repozts might wee wake of his entertainement 
with the Poꝛoeco R ing and his Noblcs, who effeemed him 
rather to be ſome God, then a wozlolp man, 'mo2edignified 
* heaped they vpanhis backe, then euer that country 
gaue 


— — 


they. his treaſury, and maſſes of Indian pearles lap ſtill at 


lemne fe ſtiuall day, which was the birth day of their King, 
onelp once in ſeauen yeeres ſolenmized,t3 behold the chiefeſt. 
of the kings Nobilityin their richeſt oꝛnaments, going as 
it were on p2eceſion in the honour of their Pꝛophet Maho- 
met, Placing him (as it ſcemedin heauen) to the high dil. 
honour of the Chziſtians God, whoſe wꝛath end indignati⸗ 
on is the whole Wozlds confuſion , and whoſe faueur the 
pꝛeſeruation of man-kind. - 

This God and lining Power, was the atrone ok 107d 
Faukonbridge, by whoſe fanour he hoped to conquer Fate, 
and ſubdue kingdomes : This God when he ſaw him thug 
highly diſhonoured, fury poſſeſt him, and to the great diſpa: 
ragement of all that heathen Nation ; he deſperately toze

do lone the picture of Mahomet , and with his kene cdged 


Semitarp cut it in ſmall pteces , tothe great amaſement of 
theKings Nobility, who in greedy reuenge furtouſly ſet vp- 
pon him altogether{(like anumberofwhelps vpon apzince. 
lp Lon) who ſo Lyon-like behaued himſclfe , that in leſſe 
then halle an houre-, hee left bzeathleſſe vpon the blod-died 
earth, moꝛe then ſixe and twenty ofthe Kings Nobles, ap- 
pꝛonuing here his vnconguerable valour,pzoceding from the 
vertus of his Lion like garment, which the Fairy Qucene 
pad giuen him. | 
At this bold enterpꝛiſe perkoꝛmed with his owne hand, he 
cauſed the Poꝛes to ring foꝛth their Alarum Bels, and to 
fire their Bcakons,to.raiſe bp their country kozces, thinking 
that heauen had thither ſent a tonkounder of mankind, and 
that by his onely meanes their kingdome ſhould be ſubdued, 
This matchteſſc en terpziſe perfozmed by noble minden 
Faukonbridge, did not a little perplex the Bing, noꝛ no idle 
keare aſſailed his nind but luch a fright as made his very 
.ſoule to tremble: whersfoze to rid his kingdom krom pꝛelent 


danger 
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gaue vnto a ſtranger, The wealth of that ingdome made 


his command: ment, the time of his abo de there paſl:d on a- 
pate, and iollitp of his life made ſeuen pers but as a month- 
_- Which being ouerpaſſed, it was his chance vpon a ſas- 
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dancer, in molt kind manner he p2oclaimed truce, and dil. 
ſemblingly applauded Lozd Faukonbridg foz this deſperate 
attempt : (and though to his griefe of mind) with faire and 
pꝛincely pꝛomiſes, he perſwaded this Eng!iſh Gallant to dss 
part his Country: and themoze to aduance his deſerued ho. 
nours, the King beſtowed vpon him twelue barrels of gov 
red gold,and withall a ſhipps well furnifhed,to condact him 
home into his owne Country. Mhich kind fauour was'moſt 
gratefully accepted off by nobleBaukonbrid ge, who leaning 
the Pozocco Aingdome. put himſelle to Sea, committing his 
foztunes againe to the merciles waues, but making the Pi. 
lot and Partiners beleene, that tie twelue barrels of gold, 
were but twelue barrels ot red lead: a commodity moſt pꝛs. 
tious in his natiue Countrey. The Pylot ſuppoſing no 
otherwiſe , ſailed amaine with pꝛoſperous wind towards 
the Noꝛtherne nations. In which (ncceſfull tournep, we will 
leaue now Lozd Faukonbridge, and returne to his buknown 
Mother(Lady Clarabell)whom we left as you heard befoze, 
fl ping vnder a ſhade of tres , where Lo2d Faukonbridge 
beganne to follow the chace, alter the vuluckp Nauen. 
Clarabellas we ſpake of befoze in ber ſwefte fleepe, little 
dꝛeaming of the abſerree of Faukonbridge , at herawaking, 
both miſt him, and the ring; two loſſes ſo pꝛecious, as euen 
cauſed ſozrow to reuel in her boſome, that Joy was a ſtran⸗ 
ger, and content exiled; diners were the doubts ſhee had of 
his miſaduentures, one while ſhee ſuppoſed death like a ty- 
rant had poſſeſt him, another while ſhee feared the bzeach of 
his pꝛomiſe, and that he had ſecretly fled from her, bearinga- 
wap with him the inchanted Ring : Now one thing. then a⸗ 
nother, not knowing what to contecture, but when ſhee ſatu 
her ſelfe quite bereft of his ſweet pꝛeſente, the onely pzeſer- 
uer ok her life, exempted from al hopeofhis recouerp,in great 
griefe of minde, ſhee betoke her ſelfe to trauell, and ſo with 
weary ſteps followed on the firlt path ſhee found, wherein 
ſhes wandzed dap and night, receining little reſt, and leſſe 
kod, making * | ozrowfall mone vnto her ſelfe, Dh * 
n 
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taft dome(quoth thee) of ail offences, wiil thy heavy wꝛath 
be neuer mittigated - ſhall this my pining punichment ne⸗ 
uer end: ſhall woe vpon wo ſtili purſye me: weep in teares 
oh mine epes, be neuer dzied faire lamentations : euen at 
that heure when I hoped all ſozrowes to be finiſhed, began 
new griele, when inlofing mp Donne, J ound a F riend, 
whom now wanting, J find eternall canſes of diſcontent: 
At cannot be poſſible , but that ſome diſmall miſchance hath 
befailen him, oz ſome vnluckp Lot deceiued me of him, there 
is no likely- hood of his ſelfe ⸗ wild departure, foz inhis bzeaſt 
he harboured thoughts of true humanity , honour guided 
him, and vertue was his friend: how can it then be that of 
his owneaccozd he is departed? Dnrely ſome bnluckyeucnt 
hath befalne him: therefoze, oh mp heart ſob in grieſe, and 
foz his ſake make thy life but apilgrimage of woe, conſume 
in care, waſte with werping, fo2 J haue loſt the Paragon of 
Anight⸗hod, whole countenance pꝛomiſed me to aduance 
my deſired hope, and bing me ſafely bnto the ſhoare of mp 
natiue Countrep: but ſteing dole and diſcontent hath creſ- 
ſed all my god Foztunes, J will koz his ſake, with the trea⸗ 
ſure of my neuer emptied purſe , receiued fcomhim, built 
vp a Ponaſterp, and in the ſame (like a Ponaſticke Nunne) 
ſpend out my dates in the ſeruice of that God that hath thus 
croſſed me, and there be a tontinnall comfo2ter of diſtreſled 
Pilgrims, and warfaring trauellers, hoping that ik life be 
in my deere friend , he will once againe arriue in that hap⸗ 
py place, and once moꝛe ſatiſfie my thirſting eye with his 
Paincely perſon. Being thus reſolned,ſhe travelled ſome 
thꝛee moneths iournep from the place, where ſhe loſt her 
dere friend the Lozd Faukonbridge, and there cloſs by the 
Dea ſide , ſhe builded a moſt ately Monaſtery, relieuing 
ſtill the wants of ſnch diffrefſed trauellers as paſſed that 
way, prelding as well lodging, as meat and dzinke, ta ſuch 
us ſtod in needthercok: Foz the maintenance thereok, ſhee 
had her inchanted purſe Lill ready farniſhed; thither reſoꝛ⸗ 
ted people of all degrees, thither — Pzinces, Ponarkess 
and 
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and maieſticks Rings, that trauelled in devotion to the 
ſine of Chꝛiſt in Jeruſalem; Thithercame wozthp cham- 
pions, Knights errant, and ſuch as ſought fozknightly at. 
chieuements: t. ither tame religions Church men, Pꝛe- 
lates, and holp minded men, zealoully ſeching by Pilgrima. 
ges to wipe away wozldly offences ihither came Plowmen, 
Shepheards ,. Fiſhermen , and ſuch as were numbꝛed a- 
monglt the common people, thinking thereby to obtaine ab. 
folution foꝛ their miſd&eds, every one offering in zeale vn- 
to her great ſtoze of riches , Whereofſhehad little ned, ac-- 
tountingit meritozious togine towards the maintenance ot 
ſo vertuous a cuſtome. Amongſt which number of Benefa... 
ctoꝛs, there was one Peter a $:ſherman, that in deuotion of 
minde, pꝛeſented vnto her a moſt dainty Fiſh called a Dol⸗ 
phin, a pꝛeſent moꝛe fitter foza Paince, then ſuch an humble 
minded wsmanas ſhe was, whole humility almoſt in that 
Countrey purchaled her the name ol a Goddeſſe: This gift 
from the ſtcherman was by her moſt curteoully recetued, 
and moſt bountifullp requited- with great ſtoze of golte; 
which ſhe toke from out her inchanted purſe: Perewith 
was old Peter well pleaſed, and the Ladp better contented, 
fo2 in the Dolphins belly ſhe found the ſame King , which 
the Rauen let fall into the Sea , the ſame Ning after which 
202d Faukonbridge ſo vnhapplly fs!lowed; the ſame Ring 
that by the pꝛetious touch of it hcaled all diſeaſes. In this 
accident foztune ſhewed the pꝛide of her glozy, and bzonght 
moꝛe ſtrange admiration into the heart of Clarabell , then 
euer ſhe ex pcded: but being poſleſt thereor;ſte verilp belec- 
ued that noble Faukonbridge lap intumbed in the watery 
Kingdom?, and that neuer moꝛe the tonſolation of his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence ſhould in ioyfull manner delight her defirefull eye: pale 
death (as ſhee ſuppoſed by the finding of this King) had 
madep2ize of his life, to richa Jewell, as ſhee ſaid, fo2 this 
vngratefull Wozld, therefo2e in the true zeale ofheart, any 
in remembꝛante of his wozthineffe , thee cauſed a Faulken 
at. Gold to be ſet vpon the top of the Ponaſtery, wherein 


ſhes 
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er dwelled , the bꝛight eluminating colour thercofſhined 
into the Dea, and was euer after that made a marke, oz a 
guide fo Mariners to ſaile by, Alſo like a turteous Ladp, 
toguittance old Peter the fiſhermans rich pzeſent , by god 
Foztune beſtoiyed vpon her, ſhee canontſed the Ponaſtery, 
and called it after his name, aint Peters Hermitage a place 
of charity, and a receit fo2 all ſuch as wanted maintenancs, 
After this, thouſands ofoppzeſſed people in this place ſoum 
ſucco ur, Pilgrims and weary trauellers here freely found 
lodging: Middowes and ſuccourleſſe Childzen, here taſted 
bountiesliberaiity , maimed Souldiers, and ſuch as lof 
their limbes in the ſeruice of their Countrep, here flicpt vpon 
ds onp beds, moze ſofter then naples ſilke: Blind, deafe, and 
dumbe, in this place found helpe, not any diſea"edcreatare 
went krom hence bncured , all which by this vertuous La. 


dy, was onely done iu charity foz Gods ſake, and toappeaſe - 


the tozments of his ſoale, that in guiding her to her natiue 
Countrep, loſt his deerelife. Wherefoze from this dap, to 
her liucs departure , the deſired the feflowſhip ok vertne, 
abandoning all immodeſt behauiour,vowing her ſelfe to the 
ſeruice of Heauen, and god deds,in which ſhe continually 
ſtriued to exceed all others ofher time:which god denotions 
we loz a while will ouerpaſſe: and repozt ofother delizhtfull 
Accidents,agreingto the courſe of this our Piſtogy,

N Apeainga pzoſperons wind foz England, but

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- Bbfatued none: Foz fate and god Fozkuns crofſcd their 
topes, and want of vickuals ſo oppzeficd them, that hunger 
ülmo kk lurpziſed their lives , and like a pittileſſe Tpꝛant 
would grant them no reimozſs 2 t wiſe firs moneths conti- 
nued this their extremity , to the terroꝛ of all god men, a 
death bzinging hozre2 both to man and beaſt, At the laſt, at⸗ 
ter they had made many kubmiſſiue pꝛapers to God fo2 a 
god winde, AÆAolus let open his bꝛazen gates, and ſent them 
ſuch a gentle gale, that they in the houres ſar ling, arriued 
bpon an Aland ſo barren, that therein thep fotnd no other 
thing to ſuccour their diſtrelles, and pꝛeſerue them from fa- 
milhment, bat onelp fceſh water, with the which they ſuffi. 
cientlp ſloꝛed their ſhip , gluing Yeauen thankes fo2 ſo bleſs 
ſed a fauour. But this ſuffiſed not the deſires of noble Fau- 
konbridge , hoping to find better reliefe fo2 him and his 
men, reſolutely aduentaredfurther bpinto the Jland, to 
- diſceuer if Heconld wherewithall fo vittaile his ſhip. But 
woe is me to repoztit , this aduenturous Gentleman tra- 
uclied (0 farre, that he loſt his way, not being able to returne 
backe vnto his companp, by which meanes he was conftrat- 
ned to ſtap all night v pon the top of a tre, fo2 feare of wilde 
beaſts, whereof the Fland was full. But now marke hew 
vulncky all things fell out, the ſame night the wind roſe, 
and lo violently dꝛoue the hip from the ſhoze, that the Pilot 
Was infoꝛced to leaue Loꝛd Faukonbridge a Land, and com- 
mit his Foztunes to the Sea, where befoze dap light they 
were caſt vpon the coaſt where Saint Petcrs charitable er- 
mitage was ſcituated, they being Jnfidels and Poꝛich na. 
tured people, neuer crpeced the ſafcfy of £020 Faukonbrdge, 
being a Chꝛiſtian, but left him comkoꝛtlelſe in the barre” Js. 
land,andcalt athoze whe cefaire Clarabell abode, where comms 
minga'Land:, deſired her fo2 his ſake that createdhcr, to 
af od themſomerelicfe , whereby theirlines might be ſa- 
ned, and their chip ſuff: cientiy repleniched with fod fitting 
their intended voyage. Pittifall Clarabell god Lady , thee 


greatly: retoiced that it lap in her power to kurnich their 
wants, 
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wants, moſt willingly gaue them entertainement, and perl“ 
ded them ſuch rekreſhing comkozts, as pꝛelerued both their 
ſhip and ucs from periſhing. Xihewile thep meaning to 
expꝛeſſe no vngratefull thankes faz ſo kinde a fanour, as an 
humble ſigne of god will,curteouſlp beſtowed vpon herz the 
twelue barrels of gold which Lozd Faukonbridge repozted 
to be redlcad,all which accozdingto her gentle nature, noble 
minded Clarabell reteiusd. Do-parting with thankes to cach 
olher, the Bilot returned to Pozotco, verp iopkull foz the 
tiddance of Lozd Faukonbridge, their Countries ſuppoſcd 
encmy, and ſhe no lefſedeltghtedin the perfozmance ok her 
bor 4tiful! cyzarity extended to the pꝛeſeruation of ſo manp 


? i men. All this while LozdFaukcnbridge remained in 


the barren and, almoſthunger-ffarued foʒ want ef fod, in 
1 ch place was nothing found to ſatiſüe his gentle na- 


ture, but the fleſh ok wilde beaſts which hee killed with his 


Owne hands, Which (foꝛ want of fire) hee roſted in the ſun, 
and with the fame, (to his content) made moze pleaſinger 
banquets, then when he keaſted in the Morocco Ceurt, ones 
le paficnce chiefly guided him, bat being thus loft, and e xi. 
led from the ſe tit ty of humane creatures, he turd a long 
time in th: voods, in ſuch penurie and want, that his 
ffretiath began to faile, ficknefſe grew on; and dangcroflife 
tozmented him fo2 want ef naturall ſuſtenance, cauſeda 
grieudus kind of lepꝛoſis to grow quite oner his bodp, in 
ſuch ſozt, that his Byincely countenance was ſuddenly chan⸗ 
ged into a moſt vgly viſage , and pale death as it were ſafe 
perching vpon his heauie bzow, betwirt life and death, hee 
late him down vpon the rot of a dead withered tree, making 
this complaint vato himſelfe. If euer piltp(quoih he) entred 
the ccleſtiall gate of Heauen, o2:cucr remeaſfall mertp tens 
derily lokt into the poze eſcate of a miſerable Gentleman, 
thin bythis myliues ruine, may be leene the true patterre 
of talamitpy: woe vpon me. croſſe bpon troſſe, and extremitp 
vpon extremitp, makes a vnitp, and all conſpires together to

him vp inio a cloſe chamber, pꝛepared onely foz thec 
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in a wilderneſſe of deſolation, kwiendleſſe without comfoz- 
ter, not knowing which wap to get fozth, but committed to 
the vile tyzanup of vntamed Tygers , euen ready to in- 
tombe my dying body within their blod<thirting bawels. 
a graue molt vaſit to cloſe vp mp new created life. In ſpea« 
king theſe wozds, he heard from afarre, as it were out of a 
hollow vaute, a voice ſounding fozth theſe ſpeches : Faul- 
konbridge , rife bp and followme : Fate and god chance 


will pꝛolper ther. This ſeemed to be the voice « Thy Fairp 


Nueene, his old Nurſe, being ſtill moſt careful: © .,: «lines 


Fairy Anſtruments, which was an Ignis Fatuis, the fire of 
deftinp, oz a going fire, which by nature fully leadeth wan. 
dꝛing trauellers out of the way. This as his guide went 
ill befoze him, he with a flow pace followed after, not int er⸗ 
tepted by anꝝ miſaduenture, fill hee came to the Sea ſide, 
where being iopfully arriued, in god time he beheld a Barke 
ſailing by, to which he made ſhew of entertamement, as 

one deſirous to be taken ints their ſhip, endto be ton ducted 

into ſome better reſting place:both his motions and his in⸗ 


ſied his deſire, and within few *aies ſethim ſafelp vpon the 
next inhabited kingdome, which was the happy plats where 
Clarabell affo2ded ſuch boun tifull liberality. Being thither 
come, the Countrey people and ſuch as beheld his perplered 


e ſtate, led him as diſeaſed as he was vntoClarabels Pona- 


ſterp. where being arriued, and ſtanding ſhaking at the gate, 
he deſtred koz his ſake that pardoneth all ſinnes, and reg ui- 
teth all god deeds, that ſher would with the ople of her ſkill 
-balmehis grieued paines, and with the merey that ſhe fre@e- 
-ly beſtowes vpon diſtreſſed ſoules, cure his malady. Gentle 
Clarabell at this his humble requeſt, called him in, leading 
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ok ſuch wokull creatures, in which place after ſhe had rerei⸗ 
ued his dꝛoping (ences, and by the bertnes of the ſame ting 
(he in fo2iner times had beſtowed bpon her) recoucred his 
wonted health, ſheſemingin his face; that beauty repleni. 
ſhed acaine , which befo2e that time ſhee ſuppoſed to haus 
ſene, and calling to remembzance his fozmer Faubur, hes 
perfectly knew him, whereupon ſeeking ts imbꝛate him, ches 
ſounded in his armes, and foz the ſudden toy that he recei- 
ned by his ſtrange returne, lap fog a god ſeaſon in a dying 
trance: but being by great diligente reconered, they recouns 
ted 8ach to other the wonderfull Foztunes palſed betwirt : 
them, from the firſt loſing of ane another to that houre, 
Likewiſe he ſpxke , how hee neither knew Father no2 400: 
ther,nozfrom whence he deſcended; and withall (opening 
his boſome) bx ſhewed her the golden Faulkon, by nature 
pictared bporthis bʒeaſt, which when thee beheld, her berp - 
ſoule, as it were eleuated it ſelte to Peauen, andmoze then 
moztall-iop po ſſeſt hex heart. By this thee knew him to bee 
her onely Sonne, begot by King Richard Cordelion, Ring 
of England, and ſs made it knowne vnto him. Wihtch when
